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V. INVESTIGATION

Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, 60622. 1 H^H) stated the incident was a 

misinterpretation or miscommunicatioi^M^^^^^B stated he returned home on the evening of 
the incident. He described his house as a group residence and explained he lived there with two 
other individuals.

Mr.^^^^^^tated he did not hear Mr.^^Bma ke any alle gations against him, which is 
why he questions the reason he was in jail for 4 days. Mr.^^^^^|stated the officerpushed him 
against the wall, but then continued that he did not want to relive all this stuff. Mr.^^^^| stated 
it was really bad because he did not resist and c haracterized it as a forceful arrest. When asked if 
he sustaine^niury as a result of the arrest, Mr. ^B^^ ^^tated he did not sustain any injuries. 
Then Ullfrlarified that h ’ s in j ur y was mental. Mr.|^^^|stated that the officer did not 
tell him why he was being arreste d. He expl ained it took the officer an hour and a half to come up 
with a charge.

VI. ANALYSIS 


The Fourth Amendment of the U.S. Constitution protect^ndividual^gainst unreasonable 
seizures. The facts surrounding the detention and arrest of establish that his 

detention and subsequent arrest were within the bounds of the law and Chicago Police Department 
policy. 


Allegation #1: Unlawfully detained and arrested 


in violation of Rule 1 


On March 18, 2018, Officer^^^BOfficer^^^^^lresponded to a call of a person 
with a knife at the location of a 

prelimi nary investi gation, which included sp eaking withand 
OfficerH^^^Harrested^^^^^^^H for the offense of aggravated assault with a knife. 


A police officer many temporarily detain an individual for an investigatory stop when “the 
officer’s decision is based on specific, articulable facts which warrant the investigative stop 
intrusion.” People v. Moore , 286 Ill. App. 3d 649, 653 (3d Dist. 1997) (citing Terry v. Ohio , 392 
U.S. 1,21, (1968)); People v. Stewart , 242 Ill. App. 3d 599, 605 (1993)). “The police officer must 
have an ‘articulable suspicion’ that the person has committed or is about to commit a crime. Moore , 
286 Ill. App. 3d at 653 (citations omitted). An officer may not detain an individual based on mere 
hunches or unparticularized suspicions. Id. (citations omitted). 


An officer must have probable cause to arrest a subject. People v. Johnson , 408 III. App. 
3d 107 (citing Beck v. Ohio , 379 U.S. 89, 91, (1964)). “Probable cause to arrest exists when the 
totality of the facts and circumstances known to a police officer would lead a person of reasonable 
caution to believe that the person apprehended has committed a crime, and its existence depends 
on the totality of the circumstances at the time of the arrest.” People v. D. W (In re D. W), 341 Ill. 
App. 3d 517, 526 (1st Dist. 2003). The officer’s subjective belief is not determinative; rather 
probable cause is an objective standard. People v. Chapman , 194 Ill. 2d 186, 218-19, (2000). 

Chapter 750 Section 60/301 (a) of the Illinois Compiled Statute provides, in relevant part:

opened his door, he observed Mr.^m|^tanding with a knife ele vated abov e his head in a 
threatening manner. During his interview with Officei^^^HH* Mr._^^^BBideni ed raising a 
knife at^^|. However, prior to interviewim^liJHHHand Mr.^^^| Officer 
discovered a knife, fork and spoon in Mr. back pocket. Furthermore^Mn^^B told 

Officer III il III acts foolishly when he drinks. Mr. ^^^^^ Bdenied 

drinking, but Officer^^^^^Hwasable to detect an odor of alcohol on Mr.^^^^Bs breath. 


The facts establish that Officer preliminary investi^tioi^was efficient, 

thorough and unbiased . At no point du ring his investigatio n, did Officei delay or 

prolong the detention Officer HBH^ stene( ^ to both involved individuals 

and assessed their credibility given the facts anc^ircumstances provided t o him. After his 
investigation revealed proba ble cause to arrest Mr.||^nd affirmingMn^^JIs desire to 
sign a com plaint against Mr.|^^^^|for the aggravated assault, OfficerJ^^^^Jarrested Mr. 
EBUBfUfl for that offense and transported him to theH h District for processing. 


_ As the fac ts have established that OfficerHHH1 did not improperly detain or arrest 

BMMMMj B jSBl and that his actions were within the bounds oHh^aw and Chicago Police 
Department Rule, COP A finds that Allegation #1 against Officer EXONERATED. 15
